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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


KEENE, N. H., May 1, 1889. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

The annual report of the financial condition and bus- 
iness affairs of the County under the supervision of the 
County Commissioners, and the reports of the other County 
officers respecting their official business, for the year ending 
April 30, 1889, are herewith respectfully submitted. 


FINANCE. 


There are outstanding notes against the County, bearing 
interest, to the amount of $28,000.00. ‘There is cash in 
the Treasurer’s hands to the amount of $5,205.35, leaving 
the net indebtedness of the County, $22,794.62, as against 
$29,649.59 last year, a decrease of $6,854.97 during the year. 

The ordinary expenses of the County show no marked 
change from previous years, and no unusual expense of im- 
provement or repairs has been incurred excepting upon the 
jail and its grounds, to which reference is made in another 
place. The expenses of both the County farm and outside 
poor have been somewhat reduced from the previous year. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


he expenditures for the year have been $5,409.77. 
For the year before they were $5,429.21. The stock and 
crop products are not essentially different from previous 
years. The season was unfavorable to some of the growing 
crops but the aggregate returns were about the same as usual. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Whitman remained in charge of the insti- 
tution during the year ending May 1. The efficient manage- 
ment of previous years has been continued, and we feel that 
the interests of the institution have been well looked after 
under their care. Their continued supervision was desired 
by the Commissioners, but they were desirous of a change 
and severed their connection with the institution bee: t; 
much to our regret. 

The services of Mr. and Mrs. Henry D. Pierce, of West- 
ford, Mass., have been secured as Superintendent and 
Matron of the County farm and almshouse. An extended 
experience and acquaintance with work of this kind in 
another place, we think, has fully prepared them for these 
responsible positions. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The expenditures of this institution for the past year 
have been $2,944.97. Of this amount, about $950.00 was 
expended for wood and improvements, leaving about 
$2,000, the cost of keeping the prisoners and convicts for 
the year. Mr. C. A. Chapin has remained as Jailer and 
Master of the House of Correction, and his services have 
been characterized by the same judicious management as 
heretofore. 

The County Convention made an appropriation .of 
$1,500.00 for the construction of an artificial pond, or reser- 
voir, upon the jail grounds. This work was undertaken 
with a determination to do it in a permanent and substantial 
manner. The excavation was enclosed with a double 
granite wall, three feet in thickness, and filled with grout 
and cement, the bottom covered with a close rubblestone 
pavement, and over that two heavy coats of cement, making 
a firm, water-tight basin. To complete the whole work, 
grading up the grounds and covering with a heavy coat of 
loam, made an expense slightly in excess of the ap- 
propriation. 

The expense was materially reduced by the efficient aid of 
Mr.Chapin and the labor of the convicts under his supervision. 
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During the year a number of desperate criminals have 
been committed to the jail. In the fall an ingenious and 
bold plot for breaking jail, which came near being carried 
into execution, was discovered by the jailer. As a result 
quite an expense has been incurred in strengthening and 
making secure all places which seemed to invite an attempt 
to escape. Subsequent events have proved that other un- 
looked for places for escape have been found and used by 
some of these criminals, three having escaped since, only 
one of whom has been recovered. 

During the year the work room at the jail has been put 
in condition for use, and the inmates have been employed at 
seating chairs, from which some revenue has been derived. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


The sum of $15,444.96 has been paid for the support 
and relief of the outside poor, including those who are sup- 
ported at the New Hampshire Insane Asylum and the 
State Industrial. School. This is a reduction of $443.32 
from the expense of last year. 

The several towns in the County have been paid $11,- 
081.76 for relief to County paupers. 


POLICE AND JUSTICE COURT. 


The expense of the Police and Justice Courts has been 
$1,528.74, an increase of $1,292.06 over last year. This 
expense was incurred mainly in the liquor prosecutions of 
last year. 


A GIFT TO THE COUNTY. 


The County has been the recipient of an unexpected 
favor in the receipt of $1,859.52 from Mr. F. A. Newton, of 
Guadalajara, Mexico, for board for twenty years of M. F. 
Newton, his brother, at the County Farm, that amount being 
the average cost at the Farm for that period. It is his

GENTLEMEN,—I herewith present my annual report as 
physician to Cheshire County Almshouse. 

No epidemic of contagious or infectious diseases have 
invaded the household during the year past. 

These unfortunate people doubtless receive better care 
and attention at this institution than they could at many of 
their homes. ‘They receive all of the comforts that an insti- 
tution of this kind can reasonably give. Warm and com- 
fortable rooms during the cold weather, good clean bedding 
and covering, well ventilated rooms during the warm weath- 
er, food of a palatable and healthful kind. They also re- 
ceive the attention of those that are present in their interest 
and welfare, and who are held responsible by the officers 
and citizens of Cheshire County, that the arduous and un- 
pleasant duties shall be performed in a spirit of kindness 
and firmness, abounding with fidelity, and in the best interest 
of the people and the inmates, who, through infirmities, ad- 
versity and other causes, are committed to their care. 

It is with regret that the labors of Mr. and Mrs. A. A.
